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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of the inclusion of legal 
phraseology such as "comprising". Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

With respect to claim 1 , this claim is found to be vague and indefinite as the 
description of the claimed subject matter is unclear, specifically the recitation of "a liquid 
column between said chamber and a switching member with which said chamber can 
be connected cyclically to a negative pressure, the value of the latter being in relation to 
said amplitude or respectively to the atmospheric pressure. It is unclear whether the 
chamber is cyclically connected to the column or the member. It is also unclear as to 
how the value can be in relation to the amplitude or atmospheric pressure. Clarification 
is required. 

With respect to claims 2, 4 and 6, the reference in these claims to "said treatment 
chamber" lacks proper antecedent basis, as the chamber was not previously cited as a 
"treatment chamber". Correction is required. 
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It is noted that claims 4 and 9-10 recite "hone hand" which is grammatically 
incorrect. 

Those claims not specifically referred to, are included in this rejection as they 
depend from claims containing rejected subject matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 6 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Carter U.S. patent No. 5,686,045. 

As best as the Examiner can understand the language of claim 1 , Carter 
provides a pump hose 74 which equates to Applicant's "liquid column" and reverse 
pump means 76, which equates to Applicant's "switching member" to meet the 
limitations of claim 1 . Carter further teaches a two piece, sealable, fluid-tight chamber. 
See column 8, lines 5-65 and Fig. 2. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-5 and 7-28 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the closest prior art of record fails to clearly teach or suggest the conduit, 
passage and drive means configuration of claim 2, the rotary member of claim 3, the 
endpiece connection in addition to the subject matter of claim 1 as recited in claim 4 and 
limitation to a tubular chamber receiving and cooperating with an endoscope as in claim 
7. 

As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either 
comply with all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not 
complied with. See 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 1 (b) and MPEP § 707.07(a).
